Chief of the Department of Education 
of the ei9«slti<», who wrote Professor

Brownell that he had read it with 

great interest and that It seemed to 
him admirably fitted to give the exact 
information to the srtiouls which was 
necessary for an intt'lllgRnt prepara- 
tion of the exhibit. The circular is 
sub-divided as follows: General out- 
line, statistics, equipment, photo- 
graphs. Installation, collection, mater- 
ial, manual training, written work, ad- 
vani ed schools, etc. 

In Introducing his l irtiilnr. Professor 
Brownell says--. 

"An exhltiit of a Bchool .sy.stem, to 
Justify the expense and time incurred 
in its preparation, should malce prom- 
inent two featpreo— flrstMiacientiSe pre- 
paratioa, and aaeond. aeeesslMe Instal- 
lation. 

"The exhibit shnnld be founded on 
the curriculum and arranged so as to 
Illustrate It, inasmuch as the curricu- 
lum embodies the beat thought of the 
school authorities for the saoeesa of 
the schooL For this reason a chart 
showing the eoane of study for «ach 
yaar or grada, aa the caaa may Iti,

It Ir stated by Pn^fessor Brownell 
that photographs will form aa Import- 
ant part of the educational exhibit He 
says on this subject: 

"The use of instantaneous photo- 
graphy can not be overestimated In 
the preparation of an exhibit and the 
work of almoat every phase of school 
life can be placed before the Tisitor 
in tho most attraetive and striking 
form. One of the exhibits which at- 
tracted the most attention at the Paris 
exposition of moo was the photo- 
graphic exhibit of the Washington 
public Schools, wherein were displayed 
not only the usual subjects exemplified 
by photokraphs, but the excursions to 
art galleries In connection with their 
composition ^ssons, to the fields in 
connection with their nature study 
work, and other similar features." 

it is suggested by Professor Brow- 
nell that teachers begin at once col- 
lecting materials for these exhibits. 
There remains less than one full year 
in which tO'get work ready to ship to 
St Louis, and during this time 
samples of work of every descrip- 
tion can be selected and mounted ou 
the sliindard cards and laid away un- 
til the full collection. Illustrating a 
full year's work, shall have been maile. 
Professor Brownell closes his circular 
with the following Interesting bit of 
information and suggestions: 

"While certain features of school 
training, drawiag, etc., are capable of 
mure attractive demonstration than 
others, there is no department of 
life, such as manual training, physical 
school or college life which can not be 
so fully and systematically exemplified 
as to give a correct idea of the work 
accomplished. The exiierioncc Riiined 
In the Chicago and i'ari.s expositions 
has so developed the 'exhibit Idea' 
throughout the (ountry that the dis- 
crimination, selection and arrange- 
ment of exhibits Is well understood, 
and varies only as the taste and orig- 
inality of the exhibitor. 

"It is not the great bulk of material 
that Is Imprcs.'ii vc. but r:iic in selection 
and system In arraiinenient. 

"We are especially anxious uf secure 
good exhibits from our rural and 
mountain schools, in order that we 
may demonstrate to x>ur friends ih 
other states that we are not so back- 
ward in educational matters In these 
districts as many imagine. 

"Teachers and principals and super- 
intendents are Invited to correspond 
with the chairman or members of the 
committee with regard to proposed ex- 
hlbiU." 

Mr. Rogers of the exposition has 
permitted Professor Brownell to add 
at the bottom of his circular that it 
meets with the full approval of the ex- 
position authorities.
